Such colonies have been é@stab- 
lishe@ in many of the states with satis- 
factory results; and the board hopes that 
such provision will soon be made for 
‘them in Georgia. 

The board would ggain call your 
tention to the hopless condition of the 
feeble-minded or defective chikiren un- 
der sixteen years of age, and number- 
ing sixty, now confined In the sanita- 
rium for lack of proper provision for 
them elsewhere. The only door of hope 
open to them lies in a training school 
where by scientific methods some few 
of them may possibly be fitted In some 
measure for self support. No more pa- 
thetic sight is to be seen in this insti- 
tution than these helpless little ones, and 
the board earnestly craves for them 
the one chance left them.

Sound Advice. 

The recent report of State Entomol- 
ogist R. I. Smith regarding the mén- 
ace of the Mexican boll weevil merits 
more than. passing attention at the 
hands of the farmers and the law- 
makers of this state. Mr. Smith 
shows that unless unforeseen devel- 
opments arise it is likely to ultimate- 
ly reach the flelds of this staté. 

The Constitution has, on many pre- 
vious occasions, sounded a similar 
note of Warning. The insect has ap- 
preciably cut down the yield in por- 
tione of Texas and Louisiana; its 
range has extended with each season, 
and it has practically defied all ef- 
forts at extermination.

Discrepancies Between Journals of 
House and Senate. 


Washington, July 2.—Discrepancies in
